Eyes 
were burned out and faces, bodies, 
arms and legs blackened. Soon after 
the men had been placed in their cots 
in the ward it "was seen that Lieuten- 
ant Goodrich, Pair, Walsh and Thorn 
as had but a short time to uve The 
row of cots in the wards with their 
suffering, bandaged burdens bore si- 
lent testimony to the bravery of the 
men, who in almost every case, though 
conscious, uttered not a sound. 


Boston, July 16—Eight men dead 


ind 13 injured, of whom two were on 
ihe dangerous list at the United 
Btates naval hospital at Ghelsea, is 
the grim record of the result of a pow- 
der explosion on the battleship Geor- 
gia, in Cape Cod bay, off Province- 
town. Six were dead when the battle- 
ship reached here, and two more, one 
Bf them Lieutenant Caspar Goodrich 
of Brooklyn, N Y., son of Rear Ad- 
miral Goodrich, died later at the hos- 
pital. The accident occuired while 
the Georgia's crew were at target 
practice off Barnstable, in Cape Cod 
bay. 
In some manner two bags of 


powder became ignited, and in the 
terrific flash that followed the entire 
turret crew, consisting of three officers 
and 18 men, were enveloped in fire 
and received horrible burns, one offi- 
cer and five men dying before the ship 
reached port. The victims of the acci- 
dent are:

How the powder became ignited is 


not yet known, but the theory held 
at the navy yard is that it was set off 
by a spark from the smokestack of 
the warship 
Immediately after the 


accident the Georgia headed for the 
Charlestown navy yard. There the 
dead and injured were taken ashore, 
the wounded being conveyed to the 
naval hospital at Chelsea 


No damage was done to the vessel, 


eg the powder was not confined. 


Story of the Disaster. 


Lieutenant Caspar Goodrich, son of 


Rear Admiral Goodrich, commandant 
of the New York navy yard, and Mid- 
Bbipmen Faulkner Goldthwaite and 
John T. Crnae were operating the 
eight-inch guns. The guns in the for- 
ward turrets had finished eight rounds 
of practice and the guns of the after 
turret had^red one round. Two cases, 
as the big 100-pound bags of powder 
are called, had just been sent up 
through the ammunition hoist and 
were in the arms of the loader, whose 
name was withheld by the ship's offi- 
cers. The loader stood at the breech 
of one of the eight-inch guns, all ready 
to insert the charge. At this instant 
the turret was seen to be smoky, and 
two men who stood near the loader 
saw a black spot on the bag,mdicating 
that the charge had ignited and was 
smoldering. The loader discovered the 
spot at the same instant and threw 
himself forward on his face, at the 
game time shouting a warning to his 
turret mates. The other men who had 
Been the spot were Eich and Hansell, 
and they also threw themselves on 
the floor of the turret 
Before the 


other men could understand what 
caused the loader's cry of warning, 
there was a blinding flash as the burn- 
ing powder exploded Flames, smoke 
and nauseous gases filled the little su- 
perstructure, in which more than a 
gcore of men were confined. 
As> the 


powder was not confined there was no 
report, nor did the vessel suffer any 
inaury, but every nook and cranny of 
the turret was filled with flame. 


Lieutenant 
Goodrich and Seaman 


Mallick jumped overboard right after 
the explosion, with the apparent mo- 
tive of easing the terrible suffering 


* from their burns. Both of the desper 


ate men were quickly rescued by un 
injured comrades. 


When the Georgia arrived at the 


navy yard, the injured were removed 
to the naval hospital near by

Happily this all changed 


and instead of the illegal method of 
yesterday we have a court that fully 
and carefully looks into/every case 
brought before it, and strives to re- 
strain children from associations that 
are degrading as well as to reform 
those who have begun the downward 
career. 
Judge Blister has rendered 


our work great service, entering into 
every detail and assisting where pos- 
sible by his personal influence 
and 


when necesary by the power of the 
court over which he presides. The 
Juvenile court is a good thing for 
those it was instituted for. The 
amended Juvenile court laws have 
given the power to bring the parent 
into court and by fine or imprison- 
ment tl, "ompel them to send them to 
school. The statistical reports of the 
work at best can give but a faint idea 
of the duties of a Truant Officer in the 
performance of his daily assignments. 
It is a peculiar work. It 
presents 


many opportunities to do good, 
it 


permits of an insight into the differ- 
ent kinds of home life of the children 
0f the schools of the city. The offi- 
cer often finds it his duty to enter 
•the home of poverty, of sicknesj, and 
not infrequently of crime. The bon- 
iest truant officer is apt to grasp the 
situation. It is not enough for him 
.to know the child is absent 
from 


school and that the law lays down a 
form of procedure, but he 
carefully 


looks to see the cause of the absence. 
He must be a Good Samaritan as well 
as the representative of the strong 
arm of the law. The successful offi- 
cer is he who tempers justice with 
mercy, who at all times and in all 
places is prudent in his speech, up- 
right in his deportment and cautious 
in his judgment, he must be a man of 
honor placed upon his honor. 


And in conclusion allow me to ex- 


tend my heartfelt thanks for the kind- 
ness received and help received from 
all the good people of the city, es- 
pecially Mrs. David Thomas, Mrs. Ed.

If 
some* of my overworked, broken down, 
consumptive inclined friends back east 
could only drink in some of this crisp, 
Invigorating air for a time, they, too, 
would share my enthusiasm over this 
ideal clime. 


The climate in the Panhandle the 


year around is almost ideal ir 
its 


balmy equality, never going to ex- 
tremes of heat or cold. The summers 
are cool, a brisk breeze sweeping over 
the prairie almost incessantly. 
The 


winters are dry and mild, with the ex- 
ception of an occasional "Northerner." 
Outdoor work can be carried on almost 
every day in the year; sunstrokes are 
unknown. The summer nights 
are 


cool and refreshing, blankets being al- 
ways required winter 
and 
summer. 


There is absolutely no dew. 
The al- 


titude in this vicinity ^s about 3,900 
feet, not too high or too low. It is 
far above any height to which 
the 


yellow fever mosquitto has risen and 
this ^country, too, is exempt 
from 


chills and fever. 


It <would be hard to find purer 


water.than throughout this land, the 
entire 'country being underlaid with a 
TSheet-of water formed from snows and 
mountain 'streams, which come down 
from the Rocky Mountains, 
passing 


through the ground in myriads 
of 


gorges. There is water everywhere in 
inexhaustible quantises. The soil from 
appearance is a rich chocolate loam, 
also a black sandy loam down to ten 
feet with a yellow clay sub soil. The 
sod breaks easy and the ground works 
well. 
The fertility of this soil is ap- 


parent from the large variety of big 
crops produced and fruits and vege- 
tables grow here in profusion. 


The Panhandle was always a stock- 


feeding country. In the early days the 
buffaloes roamed 
its 
never 
ending 


plains in herds larger than elsewhere, 


ithe even climate and peculiar quali- 


here where also there is winter .graz- 
ing. Eventually the cattle ranchmen, 
came on the scene with their horses 
and cows and they soon grew rich be- 
cause their cattle could graze every- 
where at will, without cost to them. 
To hear old time cowboys tell of their 
desperate living during the" time the 
government was trying to oust them 
from her domains for trespassing and 
also their conflicts with the savage 
Indians about this same time, when 
guns, knives and pistols were- never 
out of hand reach, and did all 
the 


talking, living out here 
must 
have 


been exciting. 


That sometime the Panhandle will 


become the 
greatest cattle feeding 


country of the states, is plain. It has 
only lately been discovered that all 
kinds of grain and forage crops can be 
grown here as successfully as back in 
Iowa and it is giving the cattle in- 
dustry a wonderful boom. 


Corn, it is claimed, grows 25 to 40 


bushels an acre here. Fall wheat 20 
bushels to the acre. 
A species - ot 


wheat called the Marcarone is 
es- 


pecially adapted to this country" and 
it is claimed-yields 50 bushels to the 
acre. Kaffir corn, milo maize and sor- 
ghum are the leading^ feed- crops of 
these parts. They make from one to 
three tons an acre. 


Beet sugar and broom corn' thrive 


and alfalfa seems to get along better 
here than other places I have observed 
it. Hog raising and the poultry in- 
dustry are promising, as it is claimed 
on good authority cholera and numer- 
ous other diseases 
peculiar to low 


countries, are not encounteretl-in this 
high altitude.

The little city of Delhart is one of 


the most progressive sights- in 
the 


Panhandle, and is a rich specimen of 
how these western towns "rtee us up 
in a night." A few "years ago when 
I last visited Delhart "she"_ consisted 
of a depot and five houses" aadL shacks. 
My second visit, only six years'.later, 
finds it almost a city. There are two 
railroads and the Rock-Island.-has its 
division station and 
shops 
located 


here. The shops have a monthly pay 
roll of $70,000.

The town has a population-of about 


5,000, strictly white—no negroes 
or 


Mexicans. It has two public schools. 
It has a complete system of water 
works, electric light plant, 
churches 


of various 
denominations, ' splendid 


stores of all classes and several banks. 
A new railroad 
is being 
surveyed 


through Dalhart to the west and this 
will bring the town another boom.

Some have asked 
me for my candid opinion as to the 
desirability of this new country for 
a permanent home. I can'only 'say

He 
was born ftt Soldiers' Retreat, near Louisville, Ky., in 1814, and graduated at 
Miami university, afterward taking the profession of law. He located at Day- 
ton, O., and in 1844 he was elected to the Ohio senate. 
Shortly before 


the. civil war he moved to Texas and there pleaded for the perpetuity 
«f the Union. His life was threatened, and be was thrust Into prison, but 
escaped. Coming north, he was made colonel of the Ninety-third O. V. I. and 
wa» wounded at Stone River. Charles Anderson was a brother of Major An- 
derson, who was in command of Fort Suinter when it was fired upon la 
April, 1861. The latter years of his life were spent in Kuttawa, Ky., whex*

Railways May Cut Rates. 


Columbus, O., July 1C.—The state 


railway commission was overruled by 
Judge Bigger in the case of the Hock- 
ing Valley Railway company against 
the commission. The commission had 
found that the Hocking Valley com 
pany was discriminating in rates be- 
tween the towns of Athens and Lan- 
caster and Logan; that it gave much 
cheaper rates between Columbus and 
Logan than between Logan and Ath- 
ens, and it ordered the company to 
stop the discrimination. The railway 
company filed a suit in the common 
pleas court, praying that commission 
be enjoined. It claimed that it was 
not discrimination, but merely compe- 
tition, that forced the rate. The com- 
mission claimed that in this case it 
was not competition, but a direct in- 
tention to kill the Scioto Valley Trac- 
tion company's business. The judge 
found that the company had a right, 
when in competition, to meet the 
rates of its competitor. 


Foul Play Charged. 


Marion, O., July 16.—Scott Richard- 


son, aged 30 and married, was found 
with his head and shoulders beneath 
the waters of the Whetstone river, one 
mile east of Caledonia. Relatives 
claim that he was murdered and rob- 
bed, 
after which his body was thrown 


into the river. At the time the body 
was taken from the river there were 
but 2 cents in the man's pockets. 


Humphrey Succeeds Brown. 


Columbus, O., July 16.—The trustees 


of the stato institution for the educa- 
tion of the blind at a meeting here, 
accepted the resignation of Dr. E. N. 
Brown as superintendent of the in- 
stitution. Samuel P. Humphrey of 
Ironton was elected to succeed Dr. 
Brown by the unanimous vote of the 
board for the term of four years, be- 
ginning August 15, 1007. 


Motions In Trust Cases. 


Toledo, O., July 16.—Motions in ar- 


rest of judgment were filed in the lum- 
ber, brick and bridge cases here. The 
attorneys for the companies allege 
that the judgment of the court is a 
violation of the article of the federal 
constitution providing against "cruel 
and unusual punishment," and also of 
the provision that all laws shall be of 
"general operation."
